with the plague: And that it is likely that many will haue purpoſe to 
come from the ſaid Nauie, tothe Cttie of London, and ſo conſequent⸗ 
tothe Court, whereby danger of inkection may come to her Paie⸗ 
7 A || ties houſholde, and ſo appꝛoche to her ſacred perſon, Theretoze it is 
commaunded by publication hereof, both at the Court Sate, and in 
all the Townes within the Gerge, that no perſon that hath ſerued within the ſaid Fleete , hall come 
tothe Court, noꝛ within the U4erge , except ſuch as ſhall be ſpectally ſent from thoſe which were the 
Generals of the Nauie, with letters to the Court: which perſons ſhall not enter within the Court 
Gates, vntill the cauſe of their comming from the Generals, with letters ol impoꝛtance be notefiedto 
ſome of her Maieſties pꝛiuie Countſcll, and thercupon the Queenes Pozters warned to ſuffer them 
to enter into the Court. 

And if any ſuch perſon Hall contrary to this commandement, from this day being the xrii. of this 
moneth of Julp, attempt to come either to the Court, oꝛ within the Gerge, and ſhall not immediatly 
vpon knowledge hereof depart with conuenient ſpeede, the ſame ſhall be appꝛehended by the Knight 
Marſhall and his Deputies, oꝛ by any Juſtice oꝛ Conffable dwelling within the T4crge,and ſhall bee 
committed tothe Marchalſeas without any bayle, vntil he ſhall be diſmiſſed by ſome two ol the Pꝛiuie 
Counſell attending on her Maieſties perſon, | 

Ind yet it is not meant, but if anp hall haue neceſſarie cauſe to come to the Court, to exhibite any 
ſuite oꝛ inkoꝛmation concerning his ſeruice in the ſaid Nauie, the lame perſon ſhall cauſe the ſame his 
ſuite oꝛ infoꝛmation to be ſent to the Court in wꝛiting, oꝛ by meſſage to be bꝛought by a perſon that 
hath not bene in the ſaide Nauie, and not knowen to be infected, to bee deliuered either to one ol her 
Maieſties oꝛdinarie Maſtcrs of Uequefts, oꝛ to the Knight Marthall, oꝛ to ſome one of the Pꝛiuie 
Counſell, by which meanes the ſuite may be duely vnderſtoode, and ſo a reaſonable anſ were to bee
